obtaining a sizing for his warps 
that was satisfactory in every re- 
spect and he began to study the 
question for himself. 

During his twelve years as super- 
intendent of the Cannon Mfg. Co., al 
Concord, N. €.. Mr. Robinson and his 
son, W. E. G. Robinson, continued 
to experiment and test various com- 
pounds which they made up until 
they finally evolved a sizing which 
they consider to be as near perfect 
as can be made. They have named 
this product “Rope Size” and have 
organized the Carolina Sizing and 
Chemical Company for the purpose 
of putting if on the market. 

‘They claim that “Ropo Size” will 
not only make the yarn stronger, but 
will not scale. That it can be kept 
in either a hot or cold place and will 
under no conditions scale or turn 
sour. They also claim that it is es- 
pecially adapted to goods that are to 
be bleached, for if bleaches out per- 
fectly.

Cotton Piece-Goods Trade in Foo- 
chow District. 


With the exception of dyes cot- 
fon e¢uts, cotton italians, and tur- 
key red cloth, there have been de- 
creased imports in all lines of cot- 
ton piece goods in the Fooehow dis- 
trict during the present year. The 


stringency of the money market has 


been responsible for a poor trade in 
even. the native and Japanese manu- 
factured cotton cloth. ‘There are 30 
wholesale and 80 retail native piece- 
goods merchants. located in Foo- 
chow, and in favorable years these 
firms handle imports exceeding 
$500,000 in value. 

The low stocks in Shanghai and 
the high freight rates prevailing 
have been responsible for an ad- 
vance in prices of 50 per cent, and 
the local wholesalers realized a good 
profit on the stocks of foreign man- 
ufactured cloth held over from the 
previous year. The poor crops 
harvested Ai the year indicate 
that the pieee-goods business will 
be dull for some months to come. 

Before the war the British manu- 
facturer had a monopoly of the 
piece-goods trade, but the Japanese 
merchant has supplanted the British 
cloth to a eonsiderable extent. Jap- 
anese salesman during recent months 
have been visiting the local trade at 


“The Relafion Between 


regular intervals, and as a result of 


persistent endeavor about 70 per 
cent of the piece-goods trade is now 
in the hands of the Japanese manu- 
facturers, 

With .the exception of several 
small imports of drills, no Ameri- 
can cotton cloth has appeared on the 
local market during the present 
year. The American manufacturer 
has as yet failed to show any great 
activily in endeavoring to secure a 
substantial share in the cotton goods 
trade in this district, but this con- 
dition will change when il is realiz- 
ed that American goods are in high 
favor and that the appearance of an 
American firm or representative 
would be heartily welcomed. 
Through the efforts of this consul- 
ate a few small orders. have recent- 
ly been placed with manufacturers 
in the United States. It is to be re- 
gretted that several of the local na- 
tive merchants from past exper- 
iences feel that a lack of attention 
and want of consideration is a habit 
of. some American manufacturers, 
but when sueh incidents come to 
the knowledge of this consulate 
every efforts is made to rectify mat- 
ters. 

One of the local merchants has 
recently offered to raise $100,000 
Mexican ($65,000 United States cur- 
reney) im order to establish a joint 
American-Chinese import and ex- 
port firm, the American concerned 
to provide a similar amount at least. 
This offer was made in good faith 
and the Chinese concern is well 
known to the eonsulate. It would 
be fortunate if such a firm could be 


successfully established in this port. 


Even though the German merchants 
are cut off entirely from their home 
markets, only very recently has it 
become known that endeavors were 
being made to contract for the im- 
portation of cotton eléth, delivery 
to be made after the war. 

In the sale of goods to local mer- 
chants, American manufacturers 
should quote prices c. i. f. Foo- 
chow, Hongkong, or Shanghai. ‘The 


local native merchants have gen- 
erally been aecustomed to buy 


either cash against shipping docu- 
ments or on a 30 to 90 days credit 
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basis after delivery of goods. In the 
latter event the merchants usually 
furnish security for the amount of 
the invoice in the shape of a guar- 
anty bond executed by one or more. 

The best demand in cotton piece 
goods is at present in shirtings, cal- 
icoes, ‘T cloths, chintzes and cotton 
prints, turkey-red cottons, dyed 
cotton euts, cotton itlians, velvets 
and velveteens, drills, and flannel. 
There are two grades of shirtings, 
dyed and plain, In gray and white 
colors; most of this cloth is. of 
British manufacture and is sold in 
bolts. of 36 inches by 40 yards, rang- 
ing from 7 to 9 pounds weight. The 
trade in T cloth is good, the British 
and Japanese manufacturers now 
having a monopoly of the trade since 
the complete disappearance of the 
Russtan cloth. Cambrie calicoes are 
also mostly of British manufacture, 
this cloth being dyed locally in 4 
blue or black. Turkey-red cloth is 
shipped chiefly to interior points, 
heing imported chiefly from Japan. 

Dyed cotton cuts and cotton ital- 
ians are chiefly of British manufac- 


ture ,a good demand being had for. 


the former eloth in blue eolor. 


About 60 per cent of the local trade 


in drills is British, the American 
trade. Cotton flannél comes largely 


from Japan and is put up in bolts 
28 inches by 20 to 60 yards, both 
dyed and printed. Velvets and vel- 
veteens are imported chiefly from 


England. Importantions of nankeens 


or native manufactured cloth from 
Shanghai have declined more than 
50 per cent, due largely to the sharp 


competition of the Japanese cloth.—.

The conditions in Peru are mark- 
edly different in almost every re- 
spect from those in Brazil. Here 
cotton has been cultivated since 
the times of the Incas. This is tes- 
tified to by the remnants of cotton 
eloth in exquisite colors, which were 
wrapped around the mummies. It 
was not, however, until 1899 that 
cotton was produced to any great 
extent and by systematic cultiva- 
tion. The following table shows the 
production for the ten years

Peruvian cotton is grown entire- 
ly under irrigation, as the climate is 
practically rainless except in the 
North, where torrential rains some- 
times fall in summer; and only the 


lack of funds to carry out further. 


irrigation work prevents the de- 
velopment of cotton growing on a 
more extensive scale than at pres- 
ent. 

Peru owes its advantages for cot- 
ton growing to the exceptional phy- 
sical and climatic characteristics of 
the country. Its coast line extends 
about 1200 miles from 3° south of 
the Epuator to 22°. It consists 
chiefly of arid sand hills, but these 
are intersected by numerous val- 
leys varying im length from 25 to 
100 miles, running from the Andes 


‘fo the sea. and each is the bed of 


a river which has filled if with a 
deep, alluvial soil. During the hof- 
test summer months, which com- 
prise the cotton-growing season, 
the volume of these rivers is aug- 
mented by the melting of the snow 
in the mountains, and as the slope 
of the valley is, as a rule, fairly 
steep, irrigation is a comparatively 
simple matter, and every part of 
the valley ean be conveniently 


watered. 


The following kinds of cotton are 
cultivated in Peru: 

Egipto, introdueed into Peru 
from North America, where it is 
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known. as Upland cotton. It is gen- 
erally of a more reduced size than 
other varieties, showing a certain 
ligneous development, and attains, 
under favorable conditions, the 
height of two metres. Its stem is 
more plhant-and soft in the early 
stages of its growth. As a rule the 
life of the plant is two years, but 
when cultivated under favorable 
conditions may extend to four or 
five. The. seed, after being separ- 
ated from the fibre, is relatively 
large. 

Gossypium peruvianum (av. is 
found in the warmest regions of the 
coast, The plant will live more than 
twenty years and the fibre is very 
rough and long, which permits it to 
be employed in imitation of woolen 
cloth. The seed, whieh is small, 
separated perfectly by the ginning 
machine and is smooth and black. 

Gossypium: barbadense L., as 
found on Peruvian plantations, is 
also ligneous, and the fibres are 
very long, fine, and silky. The seed 
is also smooth and black, From 
this variety are derived the  sub- 
varities of “Sea Island, Mitafifi,” 
and Jannovitch.” Sea Island cotton 
is also cultivated in very insigni- 
ficant qualities in the valleys of 
Supe, Huarmey, and Huache, in the 
departments of Lima and Anachs. 

Nearly all the known varities of 
cotton may be cultivated on the 
Peruvian coast. The absence © of 
rain and hail insures the safety of 
the crops and gives the planter a 
liberty of action unknown to those 
who must contend with more incle- 
ment climates. The temperature 
varies very little during the twenty- 
four hours, or from one season. to 
another. Plagues attacking Peru- 
vian cotton are very few and are 
mild in form. The most dangerous 
insect is the arrebiatado. In recent 
years the boll weevil has. been 
found in Peru, but steps have been 
taken to study means to combat ana 
destroy this plague. The fertilizer 
most used by cotton planters is the 
guano, easily obtaimed from the 
islands off the coast. 

The next crop,. corresponding to 
the year 1916-17, should show a 
notable increase in the production 
of “Mitafifi’ eotton, for, owing to 
the high price af which this cotton 
is selling, many planters are devot- 
ing their attention entirely to it.

Cotton wastes are the result of in- 
efficiency in growth and manufac- 
ture. We must not confuse true 
wastes with by-products, for intel- 
ligent waste control comes from 
iogieal differentiation of these ele- 
ments of manufacture under the 
factory system. For example, such 
ifems as card strips and comber 
waste are frequently considered as 
wastes when, as a matter of fact, 
they are only wastes to the extent 
in which perfect long fibers have 
been eliminated in the processes for 


culling low stocks from higher 
grades, thereby preventing the 


shorter fibers from passing to the 
succeeding process. 

Let us. remember that such so- 
called wastes as card strippings and 
comber wastes are in truth prod- 
uets, by-products if is true, but nev- 
ertheless necessary to -the manu- 
factuure of certain grades of yarns. 
Let us also make close study of 
these and other processes where 
stocks are divided mechanically, de- 
vising ways and means whereby we 
may prevent fibers of acceptable 
length and strength being thrown 
out with inferior stock to receive 
the classification and valuation of 
the lower grade. The waste in such 
processes is most emphatically not! 
the low stoek properly removed 
from the longer fiber, but is. the 
loss incident to the decreased valua- 


‘tion suffered by any superior fibers 


improperly transferred to any infe- 
rior by-product.. Such wastes can 
only be eliminated by most careful 
study and further invention, bu! 
we can greatly reduce the amount 
of useless waste by impressing our 
overseers and operatives with the 
importance of stock value conser - 
vation. 

Growing and Handling. 


Cotton is susceptible to many 
wastes, extending through its king- 


dom from seed selection to final use. 


The ease with which cotton may be 
crown, and the low money value of 
the staple, have been the chief fac- 
lors contributing to these immense 
wastes, the most notable of which 
are the falure to take advantage of 
neglected opportunities to greatly 
increase the yield: the abuse of the 
delicate fiber in ginning; its ex- 
tremely harsh treatment in manu- 
facture; extensive damage in 
vest, country, warehouse, compress 
and transportation; and a lack. of 
appreeiation of the economic value 
of once-used cotton, Having been 
reared in the South, and having had 
extensive experience in growing, 
handling, marketing, manufacturing 
and in research work investigating 
the. possibilities in eonservation of 
cotton, the utilization of its wastes. 
and being impressed with our lack 
of appreciation of these conditions. 
[ feel that I speak with a fair meas- 
ure Ot authority when IT state thal 
could wastes he eliminated. we 


might do with halt the acreage now 
devoted to catton: which is Only an- 
other manner of saying that we are 
less than 50 per cent efficient in the 
srowth and utilization of the fiber. 

In striving to eliminate this use- 
us not overlook the

possibility of further conserving our 
resources by investigation of the 
possibilities yet undeveloped in our 


by-products. These by-products 
present wonderful opportunities 


and most abundant material for sci- 
entific research. It must be possible 
for fibers to be grouped, sorted and 
utilized with the same degree of 
precision as Marconi has perfected 
in electrical wave leneth selection. 
and if may be that our by-products 
are to beepme more valuable than 
our principal products, as was the 
case when our industrial brothers, 
the chemists, developed our mast 
valued dvestuffs from coal tar, 
theretofore a despised waste. Most 
of us would be eating unshortened 
bread in today’s war time were it 
not for the oil crushed from cotton 
seeds, which our fathers of the last 
generation burned as useless rub- 
bish: and eould eat little or no 
meat, except for the fact that an in- 
valuable foodstuff for cattle was dis- 
covered in cotton seed hulls and 
meal ,»which meal is also our prin- 
cipal source of ammonia for fertil- 
ization, both being by-products of 
the new cotton seed crushing indus- 
try. 

This is not meant to be a technical 
discussion of textile machine detail, 
sare, setting, management and oper- 
ation; nor a treatise on processes 
for waste manipulation; the systems 


in use in the several eountries;: the 


commercial uses and values of 
wastes and products of cotton 
wastes: or statistics of the waste in- 
dustry. These may be readily ob- 
fained from the admirable books, 
pamphlets, Government publications 
and textile journals that are avail- 
able. My purpose is to impress the 
necessity for a thorough under- 
standing of the vast difference be- 
tween cotton waste and cotton waste 
products by those who would attain 
any degree of success in the theory 
and practice of. waste control and 
limitation. 

Our textile engineers are still la- 
boring over many unsolved prob- 
lems, and it may be that whole sys- 
tems of processes may have to be 
revised before waste control can he 
mastered and perfect cleaning, at - 
fenuation, twisting, coloring and 
weaving ‘accomplished withoul the 
present near-destruction of fibers 
in our factory system. We need nol 
be surprised if these inevitable im- 
provements come from those not di- 
reetiy connected with the industry. 
We must remember that many of 
our greatest textile machine inven- 
tions have come from the outside. 
in notable instances from a barber, 
a watchmaker and a clergyman. 
These engaged in-higly specialized 
industries are liable to lose per- 
spective in close application to de- 
fail. 

True efficiency is based primarily 


. On waste prevention and elimination, 


and not merely on reduced move- 


ments of physical and mechanical 


manipulation, as some efficieney ex- 
perts evidently helieve. Let us re- 
member that truthful old saying. 
“Haste makes waste,” and work to- 
ward the efficiency ideal having as 
its foundation the blending of ra-

Paper Yarn Is Used in Germany. 


‘Amsterdam (By Mail)——The em- 
ployment of paper yarn in all direc- 
tions in Germany has made enor- 
mous progress during the past year. 
Clothes and fabrics made entirely of 
paper yarn are now widely used. 
The bage of these is a simple one- 
varn used in exactly 
the same way as jute. Priseners: 
camps are now supplies with mat- 
tresses and even pillows in which 
the eovering is made of this fabric. 
In fact, paper weaving has made 
such strides that twills are now pro- 
duced, and the time is not far dis- 
tant when it will be possible to ob- 
fain excellent grades of worsted 
made of paper, and already the first 
patterns of such fabries are being 
exhibited. 

Ready-made clothing in’ paper is 
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at present confined for the most part 
to special workmen’s clothing. En- 
tire suits of this are exhibited, as 
well as aprons, overalls, and office- 
coats. The price of paper fabrics 
varies between 25 cents and one dol- 
lar a yard. Ready-made workmen's 
aprons and overalis are sold at six 
dollars a dozen. For entire suits the 
price 18 about 85. | 
The paper clothing is not, how- 
ever, entirely confined to workmen's 
clothing. A beginning has been made 
in supplying garments for women 
and children. For children there is 
a wide variety of paper garments 
available. For women, the offerings 
are thus far confined to undercloth- 
ing. 3

orders for deliveries further ahead 
than are advisable get. on the books. 
While the mills do this to. accom- 
modate a customer, they usually lose 
him in the long run, for disappoint- 
ments generally follow these future 
promises. Such contracts hkewise 
cause the mills to lose heavily be- 
cause of the necessity te pay more 
waves, that thev might turn out the 
materials on time. 

The labor situation is a very try- 
During the week, it is said 
that fully fifty per cent of the cot- 
ton piece goods manufacturers have 
increased wages ten per cent. Al- 
though the imerease, according to 
reports, did not come up to the la- 
horers’ demands, yet it is beheved 
fo have partially satisfied the em- 
ployees for the present, additional! 
demands may be made by the labor- 
ers any hour and because of the 
scarcity of both skilled and inex- 
perienced help the mills are practi- 
sally al the merey of the workers. 

Some manufacturers are of the 
opinion that the government can get 
all of the coarse goods production 
which is, chiefly, the kind wanted, 
from the plants now working on 
these lines, without. even giving 
consideration to the mills turning 
out fine goods. There is a possi- 
bility, however, that if the indus- 
tries of the country are divided into 
essential non-essential, the fine 
goods manufacturers may be classed 
with the latter. It is doubted that, 
in such event they would be forced 
to operate on coarse goods, inas- 
much as there would be several dis- 
advantages involved. 

A letter has been sent by the War 
Industries Board of the Council of 
National Defense to the manufac- 
turers of duck to the effeet that, 
owing to unprecedented demand for 
duck for government purposes it 
has become necessary to stop the 
selling of duck to civilian: custom- 
ers unless they have established 
their right to such fabric through 
the priorities eommittee of the 
Council of National Defense. . The 
letter instructs that manufacturers 
refuse to accept any orders for duck 
fram civilian customers withaut in- 
structions from the priorities com- 
mittee. Tt adds that “even when 
duck has been recently sold it may 
be necessary to take it over for the 
government.” 

The demand for print cioths and 
sheetings was not very brisk during 
the week. Buyers were taking on 
small lots: but the activity looked 
more like filling-in buying than any- 
thing else. Supplies for delivery for 
the balance of the year are in most 
demand with only seattered buying 
for next year’s delivery.

Philadelphia: There was practi- 
cally no change in the cotton yarn 
market during the past week. 
There was, however, a. slight 
improvement in the demand for 
yarn to fill government contracts. 
The effect of government orders for 
goods on yarn prices is shown in 
the strength of the coarse numbers 


and the weakness of the medium. 


eounts. Yarns that are used almost 
exclusively in the manufacture for 
civilian consumption are cheap 
compared with coarse numbers that 
are largely in demand to fill govern- 
ment.eontracts. 

The stiffness in the cotton futures 
market caused spinners to advance 
prices on carded cones. There are, 
however, many weak spots on card- 
ed weaving yarn. 

Spinners of weaving yarns are 
sold well ahead but at the same 
time orders are being accepted in 
spots and being filled for quantities 
ranging from 15,000 to 100,000 
pounds. Weavers, as a rule, are 
only seattered purchasers and usu- 
ally buy for absolute needs. 

The high prices usually asked by 
spinners always check the comple- 
tion of sales in the market, as there 
are still a good many inquiries. 
There is nothing, however, to war- 
rant an expectation of lower prices 
in this market. In fact, with cotton 
still high, shipments congested and 
delayed, with a lack of help and fuel, 
spinners state production and sup- 
plies in yarn are bound fo be small 
in the future.
